THE SITUATION IN TIIEKEY. 

Last night's dispatches contain nows of 
a more cheering character from Erzer- 
oum. The dispatch previously received 
of the surrender of this place was incor- 
rect. Mukhtar Pasha, having escaped 
from Kars, reached Erzeroum by forced 
marches, closely pursued by the Kus- 
fliana At 3 a. m. oa tue morning of the 
9th , the RuRfiaDS attacked the earthworks 
and after several hours hard fighting 
were repulsed with terrible slaughter and 
pursued a distance of five mils*. Miikh- 
tar who sends the dispatch, adds that the 
trenches are filled with dead BusB ans. 
If this news should be confirmed Mukh- 
tar Pasha must bo acknowledged to bo a 
clever general. Ho will have twice drawn 
the Russians into a snare and, in imita- 
tion of the tactics of William Pnnco of 
Orange, turned defeat into glorious vie- 
torv From Plevna the news 18 very dis 
cour'agiug. i'o all appearances it could 
not well be worse. Ostium Pasha is com- 
pletelv surrounded, his men are deserting 
in large number., and nothing would 
seem to remain for him but a bold sortie 
on the issue of which he must stake 
everything. Bulieman Pashas position 
Would beem to be little better than ,0s- 
man Pasha's, and except he oau jom lines 
with those of the army within Pievna he 
must either. etn-at or surrender. ISow, 
if a third army could be marched through 
the Balkans and give battle to the Rus- 
sians between Plevna and Biela, and am- 
nltaBeouiJy with this movement the arm- 
ies of O.man and Suliemau were to make 
vigorous sorties aud engage the attention 
of the enemy, there would be a shght 
show of success. It is hinted in the dis- 
patches that Mehemet Ah is really at the 
head of a third army which is intended to 
operate north of the Balkans. If this 
proves to be a fact, Mehotnet h recall to 
Constantinople and his pretended ap- 
pointment to the command of the Turkish 
army in Montenegro were ruses and may 
be accepted as evidonces of a deep and 
well laid plan on the part of the Turks to 
confound and ultimately beat the Rus- 
sians. 

A GREAT WORK. 

In these days of quartz development 
and mining enterprises it will be found 
UBeful and profitable to hear what has 
been and what is being done in other 
countries to encourage the production of 
mineral wealth. The people of this Coast 
have been accustomed to ppeak pf the 
Sutro timnel as tho grandest enginooring 
achievement in connection with mines 
of the age; but a friend translates from a 
German newspaper an article which 
shows that in comparison with a tunnel 
that is just about completed in Saxony 
Sutro's enterprise (great and important 
as it really is) is a mere pigmy. Our 
German contemporary says: "After thirty 
one years of uninterrupted labor the great 
undertaking of tlie Rothschonberger water 
adit is so far completed as to admit of its 
use. The method of draining the Frei 
berg mines, Saxony, by means of a deep 
tunnel, had already been discussed is the 
beginning of tho present century, as a 
question of necessity for the future min- 
ing prosperity of the vicinity; and un- 
doubtedly the Rothschoubergor tunnel " 
the greatest work of tho kind that bus ever 
been undertaken to aid the exploration of 
a mining district. Other great adits.such 
as those of the Hartz mountains and the 
famous Sutro tunnel, fade when compar- 
ed with a tunnel which has already at 
tained a length of more than 26 English 
miles, and will bo with its branches, 
when completed, more than 31% miles. 
The plan was to conduct tho water from 
the Freiberg mines to the nearest practi- 
cable point on tho River Elbe. The pre- 
liminary surveys were mado in 1813, but 
tho work was not thoroughly taken in 
hand until the third quarter of tho year 
1844. Since that time the driving of the 
tunnel has been unceasingly carried for- 
ward, but coupled with many hindraucos 
and difficulties, such as quicksands, im- 
mense quantities of water, etc., which 
havo trebled tho cost and retarded its 
completion. The tunnol is ventilated b.v 
oight air shafts, and lies some -100 f et be- 
low tho deepest Freibtrger water adit. It 
has a height of 9.8-1 feet, with a somewhat 
smaller bn-adtb. The cost of the tunnel 
is e-timated at 12.0U0.000 marks or 
000 000, aud will be paid for by a tax on 
all tho mines which it directly benefits 
It is rather remarkable that nearly the 
whole driving of the tunnel has been 
dono by hand, Burleigh drills, driven by 
compressed uir, Laving been introduced 
within the past year. The rock through- 
out nearly the ontiro length is solid 
guciss, which accounts for iho grout time 
that has be- n taken for tho work, it being 
necessary, witli Lard boring, to put in as 
many as from 40 to 50 holes to tho face. 
Tho necessity for the continued prosperi 
ty of the Freiberg mim-s, which have 
now been worked for about seven cen- 
turies, may he gathered from the fact that 
at tlie present lime there aro more than 
6', 000 laborers, with their families, amount- 
ing nltogether to some 20,000 persons, 
who dortvo sustenance from the mines 
and metallurgical works connected with 
them.

THE EXPLORATION OF PALESTINE. 

The Holy Land Mapped Out from Dan 
to Beersheba.

"W. Hepworth Dixon, chairmaD of 
the Palestine exploration fund, writes 
to one of the London papers;— I have 
groat pleasure, in the name of the 
committee of this fund, to inform you 
that a telegram has this day been re- 
ceived from Lieutenant Kitchener, II. 
E., the officer in command, announc- 
ing tho completion of the scientific sur- 
vey of western Palestine Wheu that 
officer took out the party in January 
last there remained to bo done about 
ono thousand square miles of northern 
Palestino, including tho greater por- 
tion of the provinco of Galilee, and 
200 miles in the south, between Gaza 
and Beersheba. The northern piece of 
country, begun on the 27th of Februa- 
ry last, was finished on July tho 10th. 
The whole of this portion of tho work, 
including tho map in sheets, the hill 
shading aud tho specials, was put to- 
gether in Lobanon and sent home by 
one of the non-commissioned officers. 
It is now under the charge of Lieuten- 
ant Conder at tho society's working 
office in tho Royal Albert Hall. After 
a short rest tho expedition proceeded 
to tho south and completed the small 
portion thera awaiting to be surveyed 
Lieutenant Kitchener is now riding 
over the district already surveyed in 
order to clear up on tho spot certain 
small uifficultios which have arisen in 
laying down the work at home. We 
expect tho party back in England be 
fore the end of tho year. Tho commit- 
tee, iu making this gratifying tnuounc 
mont, must express their souse of tho 
zeal, ability and vigor with which their 
work has been conducted by the offi- 
cers of the royal engineers placed at 
their disposal by Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment during the last twelve years, 
including Major Wilson and Captain 
Anderson, the first officer sent out by tho 
bociety, and that of Captain Wasseu, the 
excavator of Jerusalem. With tho excep- 
tion of fifteen months in 1875-76 spent iu 
office work, tho survey has been in active 
progress since its commencement in 
January 1872. Its history, which re- 
mains to bo written, and which wo hopo 
to present to the world beforo long, 
abounds in records of events, udventures 
and escapes, as well as of solid and unin- 
terrupted labor. At the very beginning 
success was threatened by the illness 
which compelled the officer who began 
tho survey, Captain Stewart, to return to 
England. His place was taken und the 
survey carried on by Mr. Tyrwhitt Drake 
until the arrival of Lieutenant Conder. 
In tho third year of tho survey Mr. Drake 
fell a victim to tho climuto, exposure and 
hard work. After his death Lieutenant 
Kitchener went cut to join the party as 
second in command. Iu the fourth yoar, 
July 1875, occurred the attack on tho ex- 
pedition at Safed, after which tho party 
camo homo and remained in England do- 
ing tho neco-Hitry oilieo work until ta>t 
January, whoa Lieutenant Kitchener went 
out again to complete tho task now happily 
aocomplitthed. We now hold iu our hand's 
tho materials of a map which will give 
tho world sueli a geograohy of Palestine 
as will make the topography of the Bible 
for the first time completely intelligible!. 
Tho map will consist of tweuty-six sheets, 
each to bo accompanied by its own 
memoir. Theso memoirs contain some 
thousands of names, very many of them 
ot biblioid places heretofore not identili- 
ed, together with many of those not found 
in Tulmudie, early Christian, and Cru- 
sading histories. There are special de- 
tailed plans of the most important ruins, 
and there is a vast muss of information on 
biblical subjeots which Lieutenant Con- 
dor is now reducing to suapo. As regards 
the future of the socioty wo have, as our 
first duty, to get our observations worked 
out, tho mnp drawing and hill shading 
completod. and tho memoirs finished. 
We are confidout that tho support which 
has enabled us to complete our survey 
will bo continuod until tho map and tho 
results of tho explorations aro placed iu 
tho hands of tho publio iu an availublo 
form.

Tho orowcl that gathered at J. P. Da- 
Tiea & Oo.'s salesrooms yosterclay morn- 
ing was unusually largo. A strangor 
would have seen at a glanco that soma ob- 
jett of more than customary interest was 
about to be offered. Of tho 300 or 400 
persons who had congregated there was a 
goodly sprinkling of seafaring men, with a 
leaven of keen-eyed speculators who looked 
as if they could scent a bargain as tho 
Soriptural war-horso scented tho battle- 
afar off.

The Queen 
would not do so. Long ago when I was 
a boy I hoard of the Queen, now my great 
Mother I heard she was just and good. 
Now I know it. You gave mo shelter 
when I was bard pressed. My own lifo is 
dear to mo; hut I did not valno it whon I 
fought tho Amori'.:aus; but I did value tho 
lifo of my nation; therefore I brought my 
peoplo to you. I thank you for what you 
havo done for them. I will go to Bed 
Doer and bo at peace. Toll tho Queon 
that. Toll her I will bo a good man; that 
my peoplo will bo good. Tell her, also, 
that we never were bad for sho knows it 
is not wrong to fight for liberty.

Constantinople, Nov. 8.— An official 
telegram from Mukhtar Pasha admits that 
tho Russians compollod him to retire from 
Dove Boyon. It says some officers who 
woro panic-stricken and abnndoned sever- 
al guns will bo courtmartialed. The dis- 
patch concludes: "Wo arenow occupying 
tho fortifications of Erzeroum and prepar- 
ing measures of defence." 

Tho Porto has demanded tho withdraw- 
la of tho Servian corps of observation 
from tho frontier upon pain of vigorous 
military measure!.

Mukhtar Pasha Beats the Russians at 
Erzeroiiui! 



Ami Pumne« Thorn Nine Allies I 

Constantinople, Nov. 9— The follow- 
ing telogram is received from Mukhtar 
Pasha:— 

Erzekoum, Nov. Dili, 12 m. 
At 3 o'clock this a. m. tho Russians at- 
tacked our fortified positions at Azesia, 
Our troops fighting with groat valor re- 
pulsed thorn and pursued them four or 
five miles from Erzoronm. Tho Russians 
were totally defeated. Our trenches aro 
filled with thoir dead. Othor advices re- 
ceived hero show that before this success 
the situation at Erzoronm was very criti- 
cal. Tho inhabitants demanded thnt tho 
authorities capitulate. 



EUROPE. 
London, Nov. 8.— At tho eloso of nino 
hours' hard fighting on tho 4th ut Deva 
Boyon the Turks fled in comploto disorder 
abandoning their camp, arms and provi- 
sions. Loss is unknown. 

London, Nov. 9. — It is expected com- 
bined operations will bo attempted by Os- 
man, Mehemet Ali and Chovkot Pasha 
iipon which tho fato of Plevna will do- 
pond. Tho Porto has determined to fight 
to tho bitter end. 

Bucharest, Nov. 9. —Tho Russians havo 
begun a new bridgo at Ristova. Tho 
Turks yostorday attempted to laud noar 
Oltenitza, hut woro repulsed with great 
loss. 

Rous, Nov. 8.— Bavaria is oxpectod to 
withdraw her diplomatic representative 
from tho Vatican as the expense is so 
great. 

A sonflatiou has beon caused by tho 
speech of Deputy Fin/.io, censuring the 
wholo ministry. Deputies of the oxtremo 
loft at Milan resolved to organize a sys- 
tematic opposition to tho ministry iu Par- 
liament. Tho government's popularity is 
rapidly waning. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 8.— Tho Russian 
Loss from tho commencement of hostilities 
to the lstinst, is (it, 801 men. 

London, Nov. 8. — To-day's news hIiows 
that tho Russians havo got firm hold of 
Armenia, including Ears, whoso garrison 
henceforth can do nothing for tho Sul- 
tan's cause, oven if it fails to surrender; 
nor if\ thoro any possible relief for itsinco 
all itB approaches aro iu Russian hands 
and strongly guarded. On tho Danubo, 
also, the Russians have obtained a further 
strong foothold by tho occupation of Ro- 
hova, about 00 milos ubovo Nikopolis. Be- 
sides increasing Russia's chances for ob- 
taining supplies it cuts Osman PaBha off 
f rom r«tr«»t toward Widden. Onmaa's 



Lord Lytton has virtually supersed- 
ed tho Government of Madras in the 
management of tho Famine, entrust- 
ing absolute control to the Duke of 
Buckingham personally, aided, or ra- 
ther guided, by General Kennedy, an 
officer who has dealt successfully with 
the famine in Bombay, As the Gov- 
ernment of Madras is organized by 
Act of Parliaments is contended that 
these arrangements are illegal, aDd a 
very well-informed correspondent of 
the "Times" writes to complain bitter- 
ly that the arrangements arc parts of a 
plot for reducing Madras to the posi- 
tion of a Lieutenant-Governorship. 
Wo wish they were, but fenr they aro 
mere make-shirt expedients to tide 
over an immediate difficulty. As we 
have tried to show olso whero, the Ma- 
dras Government, with its doublo ac- 
countability to tho Viceroy and the 
Secretary of State, with its inexperi- 
enced Governors, who are neither in- 
dependent nor subject to orders, and 
with its chronic hostility to tho central 
power, is never strong enough for its 
work. Southern India ought either to 
be made a separate Depoudoncy, as 
Mr. Bright long ago recommended, or 
to be reduced, like Bengal, to a Liout- 
enant-Governorship,with a chief whose 
business it is, not to bo dignified, but 
to be efficient.— "London Spectator." 

Ebzeroum. — A correspondent of tba 
Times, writing from Erzeroum, makos in 
a very grave and well- considered manner 
a dreadful charge against tho Turks. Ho 
Bays tho higher officers positively rofuso 
to allow amputations, holding it hotter 
that thoir own soldiers should dio rather 
than that they should live useless pen- 
sioners on tho Slate. Wo have uo doubt, 
from tho ovidenco adduced, that tho fact 
is as stated, and can well imagine that 
this cynical reason was given to Euro- 
peans, but justice must be dono even to 
Turks, and their rtal inotivo is probably 
not so bad as this. — which, iDdoed, as 
thoy never pay anybody who cannot eu- 
forco payment, would not influence them. 
All Mussulmans at heart despiso medicine 
as an intorforonoo with God's decree, and 
they havo a special horror of umputation, 
believing that the body so treated will 
rise without tho removed limb. Azreal, 
when he calls tho Faithful to tho judg- 
ment, cannot bo bothered hunting for tho 
separated bits. An Act was once passed 
by tho British Government iu India to 
take advantage of this boliof, directing tho 
bodies of dead Moplulis to bo burned to 
ashes, and tho dread fulness to Mussul- 
mans of exocntiou by blowing from guns 
arises from the same theory. Tho Turks, 
in this instance, nro rather superstitious 
than cruel. — Spectator. 



A NEWSPAPER lotter-writor, who latoly 
sat near tho Princess of Wales at the tho-

Incendiary Agitators. 

Auothor meeting of agitators, who pro- 
tend to represont tho interests of the la- 
boringniou and aro headed by Kearney, 
D'Aroy, O'Donooll, Knight and others, 
was held at tho corner of Green and 
Stockton streots last night. About two 
hundrod persons were present. D. Kear- 
ney opened tho mooting, and in tho course 
of his harangue made uso of tho following 
incendiary remarks: "When we issue a 
call wo want you to act promptly. Wo 
want to know tho men who will dischargo 
any workingmen who turn out to attend 
those moetings. We will brand him so 
that every workiugman in tho city shall 
know him (oheors.) I want to toll you 
that what Philosopher Pickett said about 
pulling down Crockor's fenco did not 
issue from us. Wo havo a grander object, 
But I toll you, and I wunt Stanford and 
tho pross to understand, that if I give an 
order to hang Crooker, it will bo done; 
and if I give an order to pull down that 
fonco, it will bo dono. Tho dignity of 
labor must ho sustained, evou if we hava 
to kill ovory wretch that opposes it." 

Tho meeting was also addressed by 
Olivor, Day, Holm and O'Donnoll. 

Day said: "Everything must bo made 
subservient to the rights of labor. It 
must bo dono oven if wo paralyze nino- 
tonths of our factories. Wo intend to 
emancipato labor. Capitalists must suo- 
oumb to the workingmen. I caution these 
men that tho peoplo aro already on the 
vergo of desperation caused by hunger. 
Unless the millionaire movement suc- 
ceeds, wo shall bo unubly to stay the 
most devastating catastrophe. Wo intend 
to move, oven if we have to override ovory 
figmout of the law. Tho young peoplo 
will riso iu this nnti-Chineso movement 
and delugo this city iu blood, if not en- 
tirely dostroy tho city. We will show 
them that tho days cf tho capitalists aro 
ended." 

In announcing the intention to hold a 
meeting at tho Police Court room on 
Mondny night, for tho organization of a 
Grand Central Club, Kearney said: "We 
will soon own it. Thoy have accusod mo 
of having used incendiary languago. I 
havo not begun. When I do, thoro shall 
bo something to stir you up and make you 
act as energetically as vou havo hereto- 
fore hoen quiet and law" abiding."— 8. F. 
Bulletin, 

The Change in British Policy. 

Mr. Courtney addressed his constitu- 
ents at Liskeord recently, speaking first 
of the great effort made to carry us into 
war for Turkoy. Coming back last year 
from a short holiday, ho said, ho met ono 
of tho present Ministry in Pall Mall, and 
was told that "if tho Russian nrmy cross- 
ed into Bulgaria, England must treat it 
as a casus belli'" and almost immediately 
afterward Lord Beaconsliold mado the 
celebrated Mansion House speech, which 
all the country undor.-dood in a similar 
sense. This was prevented by Lord Sal- 
isbury, but under other forms tho dan- 
gor reappeared. Though, in Mr. Court- 
ney's opinion, all fear of our going to war 
for Turkoy is now over, still, ho could not 
look back with satisfaction on our con- 
duct, for ho bolieved that tho frightful 
carnago now going on might havo been 
prevented had wo co-operated as wo ought 
to have dono at tho outset with Russia 
and with Europe to put an end to tho mis- 
chiefs of Turkish rule. — London Spectator. 

"Fire Proof." — Tho abuse of this term 
in reforonce to buildings movos tho New 
York Tribune to say: 

When iron first became frequent in 
architectural uso, thero was a general be- 
lief in its security. But San Francisco 
had its great lire, and men saw iron burn 
like torchwood. But oven in a less furi- 
ous flume iron has beon found a treach- 
erous material. "Cast iron," says Cap- 
tain Shaw, of tho London firo brigade, 
"at 212° Fah. loses about ID per cout. of 
its strength; at 612 ° — tho heat of molten 
lead— it has probably no strength at all." 
Another authority says, under tho head- 
ing "Inspection of Risks," "so-called 
'fire-proof buildings are Eomotimea by 
reason of dofectivo iron columns and 
girders, and overloading, of nil tho most 
clangorous. " Underwriters havo had to 
recognizo the weakness of iron, to thoir 
great cost, when, as recently in St. Louis, 
tho iron floor beams of a building were 
warped in a firo, drew tho walls in, and 
precipitated the whole in a maBS of ruin. 

In tho Siomons glassworks at Dresden 
thoro is now manufactured a product 
which has, according to some foreign 
journals, tho same projwties as La Bas- 
tie's tempered gl/tss, tho strength being 
communicated by tho pressure of metallic 
rolls. Plates can bo mado by this method 
of much larger dimensions than by La 
Bastie's. They havo a beautiful look, and 
can ho ornamented with tho most com- 
plicated design at less cost than ordinary 
glnss. Siemens claims that glass manu- 
factured by his process has a greater 
strength than tempered glass, in tho ratio 
of fivo to three. When broken it shows 
a fibrous structure, while La Bastio's 
is crystalline. For equal thioknoss tho 
resistance of a plalo of compressod 
glass is from seven to ten times as great as 
that of an ordinary plate. In trial exper- 
iments, porformed before the Polytechnic 
Society, a lejd ball, woighing 120 gramas, 
was let fall from different heights upon 
plates arranged horizontally, and support- 
ed only at four corners. While an ordi- 
nary plato was shivered by tho weight 
falling from a height of throo decitnotres, 
tho plato of 00 m pressed glass of like di- 
mensions broke only whon tho woight was 
lot fall from a height of three motros, and 
evou thou only under the influonco of 
many succossivo blows. — Engines,', 

Scenes in the Vale of Roses. — War 
has mado tho onco beautiful Vale of 
Roses and neighboring valleys south 
of tho Shipka Pass a desort filled with 
horrors. A correspondent of tho Lon- 
don 'Times' writes: "All the way from 
Shipka to Yeni Saghra, at which place 
wo took tho rail, the air is polluted 
with the remains of tho killed. The 
bodies of men, women and ohildron aro 
to bo mot with in all stngos of decom- 
position at the roadsides, in tho corn 
holds and gardens, ou the banks of 
streams, and in tho beds of rivulets. 
Some hundreds were choking the shal- 
low river within a quartet of a mile 
from whero wo camped at Yeni Sagh- 
ra. Desolation and ruin appeared 
along tho whole way. Tho romains of 
formerly prosperous villages, which it 
was impossible to pitch tent even near, 
rippling mountain streams in which 
our horsos refused to drink, tho howl- 
ing of wolves around us at night, 



brought down from the mountains ear- 
lier than usual by the horrid feast pre- 
pared for them (the largest I have ever 
seen lay dead, evidently recently shot, 
by the hide of tho road) not far from 
Yeni Saghra, and, worso, tho occasion- 
al shrieks from human beings, follow- 
ed by solitary rifle reports, which made 
one shudder more than the damp night 
air — all theso sights and sounds went 
to form ono great horrible phantasma- 
goria, which none of us are likely to 
live loug enough to remombor without 
pain."
